(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claim 59 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Gazdzinski. 
Gazdzinski does not specifically state the time but teaches the display of weather, col. 3, line 24 
and states that other items of interest such as news, stock market quotes etc can be display. 
Time is considered by the examiner to be an item of interest. 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. 
Yoneda et al., mandel et al and the foreign references are cited to illustrate similar elevator cab 
display systems
